ventlonal black lne, These shests come large
and fold over once Into blg, blue, black-
edgod envelops, to be sealed with a dull black
wax and small mourning dle.

This lust, following Freuch taste, represents
& most Jugubrious broken column, drapsd urn
or angel with drooping wings, and the post-
age must be alwayws two blue l-cent stamps,
in place of the cheerful carmine square,

Truly modish escritolres are now belng re-
plenished with Froonch lnen paper, bound ke
the typewriter's pads, the sgheets delleately
perforated at the top to permit ready de-
tachment.

Japan, says a writer in the Chicago Record,
is Mme., Oyama, wife of Fieldh Marshal
Oyama, who i8 at the same tims secretary of
war and commander-in-chief of the army.
The Marchicness Oyama 18 a thorough Eng-
lish scholar, having been sent to the United
Btates at the sge of 10 with a degen or
mors girls to bg ¢ducated, Ehr eprat nearly
ten years In this country, and was praduated

| ot Vaswar college In 1883, bring the president

and wvaledictorian of her class, She comes
from an excellent family, and by riasun of

her brauty, her intelligence and abllity s
probably. after the empress, the most lin-
portant woman In  Japan  today. Her

brother, Major Groeral Yamahawi, is a fa-
mouy  soldler, and her s'st:rr, Mme. Soh
Yumahawas, also one of the preminent and in-
fluential ladies of the court, ie devoting her
wealth und ablilties to benevolence, She
was a widow bifore she was 20 y:ars old,
and being & woman of greal soclal accom-
plishments and psrsonsl styractions, has de-
clined many offcrs ol marriage. She has
lived in Russla and in #rance, and speiks
the language of bethi, thoge countries
perfectly, as well as Enpglish and Ger-
man, For many years., she has  been
the confldentinl sioretary of the empriss, and
aots a8 her interpreter dyring interviews with
perscns of distinetlon. Slw alec attends the
empress upon oceaslons of ceremony, and
in fact 1s seldom absent from her side, Dur-
Ing the early days of the present reglme,
when modern fashions wers belng Introduced
at court, Mme, Yamalmws, because of her
familiarity with Europran manuers and cus-
toms, was seleoted as o ‘Mort of instructor
in  etiguette and neral manager of
the ceremonies about e phlsce of the em-
press,  Bhe rectives the highest salary pald
1o any lady of the cogrt, qulte a9 much as
8 member of the minlstry, but she spends It
ull in charity, She wfuﬂs & number of
bright young ladies who''dre ambitious to
sccure an education, and is alwaye glving as-
sistance to worthy students &t the upl-
versity.

Although Mme. Yamakawa adheres to the
Buddhist-Shinto falth, in which she was
born, her younger and more beautiful sister,
Mme, Oyams, was converted to Christianity
by Rev. Dr. Baker when she was very
young, and has given active apd eMelent
ald to misslonary work in Japin., She hus
conwiderable Mterary abllity, and has wriiten
4 good desl for native publications, ss well
as for perlodicals In the United Btates and
England. Mme. Oyama has also been the
most active apostle of dress reform In Japan.
Her influence had much to do with the in-
troductlon of the Buropean costume for the
ladies of the court.
